AREN News 


On 25th June, Tim EI2KA, representing AREN was presented with a scroll by Cork 
County Mayor Alan Coleman at a civic reception held in Cork County Hall. The 
reception, to acknowledge the skill, dedication and bravery demonstrated in the 
service of the community during search and rescue and other emergencies in the 
region, was attended by more than 250 dignitaries and representatives from across the 
professional and volunteer agencies. 


The Square Kilometre Array 


The Square Kilometre Array (SKA) project is an international effort to build the 
world’s largest radio telescope, led by the SKA Organisation. 


The SKA is not a single telescope, but a collection of telescopes or instruments, called 
an array, to be spread over long distances. The SKA is to be constructed in two 
phases: Phase 1 (called SKA1) in South Africa and Australia; Phase 2 (called SKA2) 
expanding into other African countries, with the component in Australia also being 
expanded. The SKA project is currently supported by 11 countries. 


Construction of the SKA is set to start in 2018, with early science observations in 
2020.
